Your RadioShack Cable Bidirectional Amplifier is de- 
signed for use with a drop distribution cable TV (CATV) 
system that requires bidirectional transmission in the in- 
teractive network. It minimizes signal loss for long cable 
runs and is suitable for running a Pay Per View signal and 
an Internet signal. The amplifier's high gain amplifies a 
weak signal to produce a good picture.

Path — this frequency range covers the 300-450 MHz 
Hyper-Band and provides excellent amplification for the 
forward path of a drop CATV system.

CONNECTIONS 



Note: Use only coaxial cable (not supplied) to make the 
connections. Your local RadioShack store carries suit- 
able cable. 

Connect the CATV's drop cable to the amplifier's INPUT 
terminal. 

Connect the amplifier's OUT + 15 dB terminal to the 75 
ohm input terminal of your TV, VCR, or dwelling network. 

You can power the amplifier using the supplied 12V, 200 
mA AC adapter. 

Cautions: 

A You must use a Class 2 power source that 
supplies 12V DC and delivers at least 200 
mA. Its center tip must be set to positive and 
its plug must fit the amplifier's 12-16 VDC 200mA jack. 
The supplied adapter meets these specifications. Us- 
ing an adapter that does not meet these specifica- 
tions could damage the amplifier or the adapter. 

• Always connect the AC adapter to the amplifier be- 
fore you connect it to AC power. When you finish, dis- 
connect the adapter from AC power before you 
disconnect it from the amplifier. 

Connect the supplied AC adapter's barrel plug to the am- 
plifier’s 12-16 VDC 200mA jack, then plug the AC adapter 
into a standard AC outlet.
